CLOSING  DATE  POSTPONED 
The  closing,  date  for  signing  applications  for*  payments  for  1943  AAA  practices

FARMERS  CAN  BID  ON  CCC  WOODEN  BINS 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  will  off  er  "its' wooden  bins  to  the  highest  bidders 
I     between  April  1  and  17,  provided  bins  equal  or  exceed  established-  minimums .  Mini- 
mum prices  have  been  set  on  a  basis  of  10  cents  per  bushel  of  capacity  for  un- 
erected  bins,  11^-  cents  for  erected  bins,  and  12  cents  for  ^erected  and  painted  bins. 
\   The  capacity  of  the  bins  ranges  from  1,000  to  3,400  bushels. 


Sales  of  the  bins  will  be  handled  by  county  AAA  committees,  who  are  to  dispose 
of  unerected  bins,  poorly,  located  bins,  and  bins  considered  in  excess  of  local  needs 
Farmers  will  be  given  first  consideration,  but  after  April  17  the  offer  will  be 
thrown  open  to  the  public. 

Announcements  of  bin  auctions  and  minimum  prices  will  be  posted  in  state  news- 
papers. 

"  EGG  PRODUCTION  MAY  FALL  SHORT 

"Unless  there  is  a  sudden  upswing  in  baby  chick  buying,  New  Mexico  will  fall 
far  short  of  the  goal  set  by  the  War  Food  Administration — a  two  percent  increase  in 
egg  production  in  1944,"  E.  E.  Anderson,  poultry  specialist  with  the  New  Mexico 
Extension  Service,  predicted  today.  ^ 

The  principal  reason  for  the  17  percent  drop  in  chick  orders  is  the  current 
slump  in  egg  prices,  according  to  Mr.  Anderson.     "But  egg  prices  are  bound  to  come 
back,"  he  argued.     "There  will  be  a  tremendous  demand  for  eggs  until  long  after  the 
war  is  over."  -.;  • 

CANNING  SUGAR  MARCHES  ON 

In  spite  of  recent  reports  of  dwindling  sugar  stocks,  sugar  for  home  canning 
purposes  this  year  will  be  rationed  at  the  same  rate  as  for  1943,  according  to  an 
OPA  announcement.  ^ 

Sugar  stamp  40  in  War  Ration  Book  Four  will  provide  five  pounds.     In  addition, 
a  maximum  of  20  pounds'  a  person  may  be  granted  on  application  to  the  local  Price 
and  Rationing  Board.    Families  who  can  and  preserve  fruit  for  sale  can  get  up  to 
250  pounds  of  sugar. 

HOLD  THOSE  TIRES 

"In  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  drastic  action,  the  public  must  make  their 
tires  last,"  Rubber  Director  Bradley  Dewey  said  last  week.     "War  demands  are  in- 
satiable and  immediate,  and  essential,  transportation  must  be  kept  rolling." 

Forceful  evidence  that  there  is  no  tire  relief  in  sight  is  the  fact  that  de- 
mands still  far.r.  exceed  the  supply,  although  we're  now  producing  synthetic  rubber

at  a  greater  rate  than  crude  rubber  was  consumed  in  this  country  in  any  year  prior 
to  1941.

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Stocks  of  merchantable  potatoes  in  the  hands  of  growers  and  local  dealers  on 
March  1  were  70$  larger  than  stocks  on  hand  March  1,  1943.    Apparent  marketings  to 
March  1  in  the  37  late  and  intermediate  States  totaled  nearly  220,000,000  bushels 
from  the  crop  of  1943  compared  with  about  178,000,000  gross  bushels  from  the  crop 
of  1942  on  March  1,  1943— an  increase  of  24$. 
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
